When planting Tulip bulbs, try to avoid setting 
them in rows. It is not possible to enjoy them to 
full advantage if planted in that manner. The 
most satisfactory and colorful results are obtained 
when they are grown in small clumps of six or a 
dozen bulbs each. Observe the example in the 
two illustrations to the left. Additional pleasure 
and beauty are gained by planting a few low 
growing early spring flowering hardy plants in 
close proximity to the bulbs. In the illustrations 
to the left blue Phlox Canadensis was used. Other 
color effects can be had by using the Double 
White Arabis or the white Iberis. If yellow should 
be desired, we suggest Alyssum Citrinum and if 
the location is somewhat shady, we suggest the 
blue Ajuga Genevensis.

If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart.

We consider the Gaillardia one of the most desirable hardy plants in 
cultivation. Everyone will have noticed how grandly Gaillardias have 
thriven through drougnts; they seem hardly to need water. The gay blos- 
soms are obtainable in perpetual profusion from June to November, and 
the greater the drought and scarcity of other flowers the more the 
utility of the perennial Gaillardia is demonstrated. 

Culture. A rich, but light soil is essential to grow Gaillardias success- 
fully. They cannot be depended upon to survive the winter on heavy, 
clay soils, but do splendidly on those of a light or medium character. 
Require a sunny position. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. 


General George Patton (Patent Applied For) i 

Each 75c, Three $2.00, Doz. $6.00, 100 $35.00 
The flower is a brilliant derk red with a narrow, distinct golden tip on 
the flower petal. It is enormous in size yet beautifully proportioned 
and the first flowers are borne on 31/4-ft. or even taller husky stems. 
These first big flowers are followed during the summer by great quan- 
tities of somewhat smaller flowers on the lateral growth. The plant is 
a strong dependable grower, and is so amazingly colorful that it will 
attract attention in any garden.

The following report 
was made by R. E. Lee, Instructor at New York State College of 
Agriculture, Cornell University, to whom a number of test plants were 
sent: ‘The plants are exceptional. They were not attacked by any 
disease, averaged 31 feet in height and bore striking flowers of ex- 
cellent color which measured 4 inches in diameter. Based on this 
year’s performance it should be an excellent introduction.” 


GYPSOPHILA - Chalk-Plant; Baby’s Breath 


They are remarkable for their numerous feathery panicles of small, 
starry, white or pink flowers borne in profusion on threadlike stalks 
during early summer. The flowers are highly prized for cutting. 


Culture. Gypsophilas will succeed in any well drained and not too heavy 
soil. They are very partial to lime, and it is well to mix some lime with 
the soil before planting. A sunny position is essential. Plant all fully 
two feet apart; Repens 8 inches apart. Plant in autumn or early spring. 


Bristol Fairy Each 75c, Three $2.00, Doz. $6.00 
Bristol Fairy produces large panicles of double, white flowers, in which 
the individual blossom is quite large, and of the purest white. It also 
flowers continuously throughout the summer. A No. 1 plant for cut 
flowers.

Apply mulch of light material after ground is frozen solid. Any good, well 
drained garden soil is satisfactory. Never cut back woody branches.

Plant them singly or en masse; they have a way of domi- 
nating, by their gorgeous display of rich and bright coloring and the 
splendor of blooms, that portion of your garden where they are placed. 


They flower in May and June, at which time their sheer burst of 
vivid and brilliant colors render them without an equal. 

Culture: Almost any kind of soil suits them, but they do best in 
deep, rich loam. Set the plants out in the fall or early spring before 
the first of May, 12 inches apart. Give them water occasionally during 
dry spells in the early part of the season. Mulch with dry litter to 
prevent crown rot in the fall; and they will increase in size and 
floriferousness for several years. The proper planting season for field- 
grown roots is during the last of August, September and October. In 
spring, strong plants are supplied in pots to insure success.

Mr. Horvath’s interest was early given to the development of better hardy Climbing Roses. 
In 1892 he obtained the first hybrid with the Rosa Wichuriana of Japan, thus beginning the 
modern strain of large-flowered hardy Climbing Roses. In 1897 he exhibited 14 new varieties 
at the first show held by the American Rose Society in the famous Eden Museé of New York City. 
These were seen and admired by many rosarians, with the result that many similar hybrids were 
made. 


The continuous inbreeding in the attempt to get larger size and brighter color into the Wich- 
uraiana strain weakened it to the point where most of the varieties failed in winter hardiness. 
Naturally there resulted a demand for hardier and more sturdy Roses in varieties which would not 
require pampering but which, with reasonable care, would live through most winters without loss. 


Responding to this need, his new Rose originations cover the full range of colors, and many of 
these new Climbing Roses have flowers as large and fine as any existing Hybrid Tea. Further, as 
Dooryard or Hedge Roses has resulted a form and shape of plant not hitherto seen. See Mabelle 
Stearns, page 128. These results were accomplished through painstaking and eventually successful 
experiments in the introduction of other species strains not previously used.

It 
contains working models of trains, ships, airplanes and 
automobiles, miniature models of clothing styles of 1940, 
bottles of Coca-Cola and beer.
